Bag and_= possession limit on 
ducks this year will be the same 
as last year, that is, ten ducks of 
which three must be widgeon or 
pintail, singly or in combination. 
These two species of ducks are 
not only abundant over the Pa- 
cific Flyway but are also charged 
with doing extensive crop damage. 
The widgeon likes nothing better 
than a diet of lettuce salad with- 
out dressing and _ the  pintail 
(sprig) is presumed to be of Orien- 
tal origin because of his love a a 
rice feed. 


Most of the rice damage occurs- 
in our Central Valley while the 
lettuce depredatian takes place 
mostly in Imperial county. Recov- 
ery of leg bands from the widgeon 
indicate that most of these ducks 
migrating to southern California 
come down through Utah and the 
Colorado river and are not true 
Pacific Flyway waterfowl if the 
Pacific ocean states are considered. 

Only one wood duck may be in- 
cluded in the daily bag limit. 

Bag and possession limit on 
geese will also-be the same as last 
year and that is six birds of which 
at least three must be snow geese. 
The Ross’ goose, a small edition 
of the snow goose is protected at 
all time. 

Shooting hours. for ducks and 
geese will be one half hour before 
sunrise to sunset. 

Hunters are reminded that to 
hunt waterfowl a regular hunting 
license is required and if 16 years 
of age or older, then a Federal 
duck stamp, the latter being avail- 
able at post offices. 

Deer hunting goes merrily on 
with the inland take exceeding the 
number of bucks tagged last year. 
Preliminary figures indicate the 
coastal bag was below last year. 

Tulare county reports that the 
low country hunting seems to be 
turning out most of the larger 
deer. This is credited to better 
feed and water on private lands in 
the foothills.

WASHINGTON — Sometimes it 
is profitable to review economic 
predictions made in the past and 
to check on their accuracy .. . for 
the light of experience illuminates 
the future. 


For example, only seven months 
ago Leon Keyserling, who was 
chairman of President Truman’s 
Council of Economic advisors, was 
contending that unemployment 
was rising dangerously in the 
United States and promised to go 
higher ‘‘unless government exer- 
cises its appropriate role in help- 
ing stimulate the economy.” 


He also reported that a recent 


At exactly the same time, 
George Humphrey, the secretary of 
the treasury, was explaining that 
the administration had ‘been 
slowly getting the government’s 
financial affairs under control to 
help the economy expand and so 
make constantly more and better 
jobs. 


“The investment of money in 
tools, plants and equipment which 
|makes jobs has been stimulated’’, 
he added. ‘Confidence has in- 
creased in the government and in 
the maintenance of sound policies 
in the future as well as in the 
ability of our free economy under 
such policies to constantly develop 
more and better jobs, better living, 
and more security for all. ‘The 
economic gains we are now enjoy- 
ing are firm evidence of the fact 
that this confidence is justified.” 


Both of these economic analyses 
were given before the Senate Fi- 
nance committee in testimony on 
the Democrats’ proposal to give a 
$20.00 tax cut to everybody. Mr. 
Keyserling said this was necessary 
to stimulate the economy by in- 
creasing personal spending. 

Mr. Humphrey said *Mr. Key- 
serling was ‘100 percent wrong” 
and that the tax cut would in- 
crease an already unbalanced bud- 
get by $2,300,000,000 and this 
would produce inflation which 
would “cheapen our dollar and 


times over.” 

Well, what happened? Congress 
did not follow Mr. Keyserling’s 
advice ... and the following took 
place under the Eisenhower-Hum- 
phrey policies: 

Unemployment . instead of 
increasing has plummeted 
from 3,347,000 in January to 2,- 
237,000 in August. 

Employment has leaped from 
60,150,000 in January to 65,488,- 
000 in August. 

Gross national product jumped 
from $367 billion in the last quar- 
ter of 1954 to $385 billion in the 
second quarter of 1955 . and 
the consensus is that it will climb 
to $390 billion or higher by the 
! year-end. 

The importance of obtaining the 
best advice possible also is illus- 
trated by what took place just 
after World War II, 

At that time President Truman 
was advised by C.I.0. and New 
Deal economists that there would 
be from eight to 12 million unem- 
| ployed within a few months. 

‘Acting on this advice, his pro- 
gram was directed toward combat- 
ting deflation. 

Mr. Truman advised the labor 
unions that industry could afford 
to increase wages without increas- 
ing prices; That was the signal

WHAT DO WE MORE 
THAN OTHERS? 

The coastal region of Orange 
county near where I lived as a 
boy was honeycombed with arte- 
sian wells. I remember seeing a 
“head of water’’ that filled a great 
ditch flowing directly from the 
ground without the aid of pump. 
But the artesian wells of Orange 
county are no more. The water 
level has fallen, and in many 
places the pumps are sucking up 
salt water. God’s abundance has 


been exploited and the pumps suck 
up poison, 
One day Jesus, in speaking to 


the multitude, said to them, ‘For 
if you love those who love you, 
what reward have you? Do not 
even the tax collectors do the 
same? And if you salute only 
your brethren, what more are you 
doing than others? Do not even 
the Gentiles do the same? (Matt. 
5:46-47) What Jesus was asking 
was this: ‘‘Where are the artesian 
wells of your Christian faith?” 

Most Christians at the begin- 
ning of their walk with Christ 
usually have an overflowing ex- 
perience.

Since the carton contains one- 
half the number of oranges or 
lemons packed in the standard 
wood box, a whole industry will 
have to revise its thinking and 
its “shop talk” on the basis of the 
new sizes. 
will now become the specification 
for the standard size of 200s; 144s 
will become the size of 288s, etc. 
on oranges. . . 150s for 300s, etc. 
on lemons ...and 40s for 80s, etc. 
on grapefruit. 

Not only will a revision in 
thinking among members of the 
citrus industry be necessary but it 
will affect literally hundreds of 
thousands of produce managers 
and purchasing agents in retail 
stores all over the world. 


The revision in specifications is 
a clear indication of just how far 
the change over to the paperboard 
earton has affected the citrus in- 
dustry. The traditional standard 
wood box, with only slight varia- 
tions in design, has been a part 
of the citrus industry since its be- 
ginning.’ But so far this year all 
of the lemons, 59 percent of navel 
oranges, 71 percent of valencias 
and 54 percent of grapefruit have 
gone to market in those new paper- 
board containers. 

Packinghouse methods have 
been changed, radically in some 
cases, to accommodate new pack- 
ing methods for the carton. 

New machinery has been de- 
veloped so that virtually automa- 
tic packing of cartons is now tak- 
ing place. Even in the export 
trade the carton has made a big 
hit. 

Use of the carton has also 
brought changes in freight car 
loading specifications. For or- 
anges, 1024 cartons are required 
to make the minimum freight car 
load; in lemons, 930 cartons; and 
in grapefruit 1065 cartons.
